LITTLE MOTHERS 


Saturday Classes in Care of 
Babies to Be Opened 
Throughout City. 


SEX HYGIENE ADVANCED. 


It may. be expected that the girls of the 
public schools of Chicago will be wearing 
safety pins as class emblems within the next 
two weeks. 

Little mothers’ schools were estab- 
lished by the board of education yesterday on 
recommendation of Dr. George B. Young, 
commissioner of health. The classes for the 
care of babies will be for Saturday morning 
only. One room in each school in the city will 
be surrendered to the department of health, 
which will direct the ‘‘ mothering classes.“ 
Nurses will be the teachers. Dollies will be 


the babies. 

In the course of instruction will be train- 
ing in the proper methods of bathing, feed- 
ing and entertaining babies, how to make 
baby’s cradle comfortable, talks on the care 
of the nursing bottle, and the preparation of 
milk; the necessity of ventilation and lightin 
the life of every child, and how to clean, air, 
and sun baby’s wardrobe. 


Health Board Co- operating. 

All of the necessary dolls, cloth and, uten- 
sils are to be supplier by the department of 
health, The only expense to the city will be 
the euipment of a few of the schools with 
proper facilities for hot water supply. 

In the following schoals that now have 
hot water the little mothers’ classes will 
open within the next two weeks:

The classes probably will be restricted to 
the older girls in the schools, although no 
definite plan has been made. The “ littJe 
mothers’ schools were tried out last sum- 


mer in three schools, just to note results. 


The department of health was pleased with 
the interest and application of the girls. 

It is understood that the idea originally 
came from „st side club women. So far as 
is known, Chicago will be a pioneer in the 
instruoetion of schoolgirls in the care of 
babies. 


Sex Hygiene in High Schools, 

Another important school innovation was 
the appointment of a committee by Pres- 
dent James B. McFatrich to collaborate with 
Supt Ella Flagg Young in adding a com- 
pulsory course in sex hygiene to the curri- 
culum of the high schools.

“The most far reaching and important 
question in criminal jurisprudence today, 
and one in which the American people are 
manifesting the deepest interest is—not 
whether offenders of great wealth can be 
convicted, but whether it is possible to 
bring them to trial in the same Way and ac- 
cording to the same principles as in the case 
of the ordinary awbreaker. 

In the brief argument following the appil- 
cation Levy Mayer. of packers’ counsel, spoke 
of the Dreyer case. intimating an analogy 
which might be used, and this was reviewed 
by the federal attorneys. 

Edward 8. Dreyer was convicted and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiasy under the state 
banking act in 1887. Following this final de- 
cision in the state courts his case was 
brought. to United States Circuit Judge Sho 
walter. who granted a writ of habecs corpus, 
afterward discharged and Dreyer was held 
on ball while the question of the validity of 
the state act was taken before the United 
States Supreme court. This tribunal held the 
act was not contrary to the federal constitu- 
tion and Dryer was sent to the penitentiary. 


Fight Hangs on. Precedent, 

The federal attorneys will dispute the anel- 
ogy if it is brought_up. They wiil point gut 
that the packers’ writ was sought on the eve 
of the trial, whereas Dryer's followed the 
trial and sentence. They will point out that 
Dryer's offense was against a state law, 
whereas the packers are charged with @ view 
lation of @ federal statute; that the fed. 
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eral court in his case reviewed the 
decision of a state tribunal, whereas, 
the packers are trying to get Judge Koh- 
saat to review the rulings of a court of equal 
jurisdiction. Finally they will claim that all 
the points raised in the application for the 

‘writ were argued before Judge Carpenter and 
settled by him. They claim this point alone 
should result in the overruling of the packers’ 
contentions. 


Question of Custody Involved. 

There will be a contention on the matter 

‘of the defendants’ custody, based among 
other things on the following Supreme court 
ruling: 

Pending an appeal from the final decision 
of any court or judge discharging the writ 
after it has been issued, the prisoner shall 
be remanded to the custody from which he 
is taken by the writ, or shall for good cause 
shown be detained im the custody of the 
court or judge or be enlarged upon -recog- 
nizance as hereinafter provided.“ 

Thus, it is asserted, if the writ is dis- 
charged, the packers must be remanded to 
the custody of the district court, where the 
government is particularly anxious to keep 
them. This would allow the immediate. con- 
tinuance of the trial unless a stay of pro- 
cedure is secured. ’

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With the abruptness of an explosion a 
twenty-four inch stream of water burst 
hrough a main at La Salle and South Water 
streets yesterday afternoon, tore its way 
above the pavement, and spread out over a | 
quarter mile square of sidewalks, streets, 
and eellars. The property damage is esti- 

mated at $756,000, 

One stream of water rushed down La Salle 
street into the new Le Salle street tunnel. 
A dozen men at work in the bore escaped 
before the situation became threatening. 
Others in a coffer dam at the south end had 
to move quickly to get above a rising water 
line which did not stop until it had attained 
a height of ten feet. 

The main broke at 2 o'clock. Cobble stones 
flipped suddenly out of their places, shot a 
dozen feet in the air and fell back into a 
geyser two feet thick and forty feet high. 


Water Floods Many Basements. 

With all catch basins stopped, the water 
poured into nearby basements, the tunnel, 
and the cofferdam. It did its worst damage 
in the basements of South ‘Water street, 
where thousands of dollars’ worth of fruit 
was ruined. Into the tunnel it poured a 
steady flood until that submerged connect- 
ing link was as wet inside as out. M. Land- 
gruth, superintendent of construction, says 
it will take several weeks to pump it dry. 

The men, both in the tunnel and the coffer- 
dam, escaped hurriedly. They could have 
waited fifteen minutes, though, and been 
safe. It was that long before the water 
in the dam and tunnel reached a depth of 
three feet. The damage to the dam is esti- 
mated at 38,000. It had just been com- 
pleted.

Asserts Deaths Were Due e Husband's

Mrs. Louise Vermilya submitted to an in- 
terview yesterday for the first time since she 
was put under police surveillance, more than 
two weeks ago. She said she wanted a 
chante to say that she was alidgether inno- 
cent of the crimes charged to her. She an- 
swered the many pointed questions put to 
her without hesitation. 
She seemed so weak from her illness that 
she could scarcely move her head Her re- 
plies to the first questions asked hér were 
spoken in a whisper so low that those about 
her bedside in the county jail hospital could 
not distinguish her words. As she talked 
her voice grew stronger and her face flushed 
slightly. Those in charge of her say that 
she has lost forty pounds since Arthur Bison- 
ette died. She gave her. age as 42, but she 
could have passéd for 62 yesterday. : 
If she.is not much improved today Capt. 
Harding will ask Coroner Hofiman to post- 
pone the inquest set for Friday morning. 


Calls Deaths Coincidences, 
Mrs. Vermilya has no explanation for the 
series of deaths in her house. She called 
them coincidences, though she did say that 
the Vermilya family was afflicted with heart 
trouble and that her husband, Charles 
Vermilya, always was anxious to take care 
of members of his family who became ill 
so that an umusual number of people in 
danger of death came to her house as to a 
hospital. 
“How do you account for Arthur Bison- 
ette’s death?’ Mrs. Vermilya was asked. 
„1 don't account for it, I don't under- 
stand it,“ Mrs. Vermilya answered. 
“Did you ever become III yourself after 
eating meals at your table?” 
“No,” Mrs. Vermilya sald. “I never 
aid: We all ate together there, but I never 
became ill. Boysen did become ill after 
eating a meal in my house at the time my 
boy died, but that was because he had been 
indulging in alcohol the night before. % 


“Due to Illegal Operation.” 
“Mre. Lillian Vermilya dled at my house 
of blood poisoning. She came there in a 
dying condition. The doctor said she might 
live two hours She hung on for three or 
four days. She had no child. Her death 
was due to an illegal operation that was per- 
formed before she came to my house, 


many of us died in October. We said 
October seemed a fatal month for us. But 
I never poisoned any one. I have tried to 
do people good gather than harm.’

Capacity Overtaxed; Dr. Young Says 
Council Checks Health Campaign. 


Thirty children sat within the tent walls 
of Elizabeth McCormick Open Air School No. 
8 when that institution was formally opened 
on the root ot the Hull House Boys’ club yes- 
terday afternoon. Some time next week 
five of the thirty must go back to the slow 
death which, physicians say, almost inevit- 
ably awaitsthem, This is because the school 
accommodates only twenty-five pupils. 

Who the five will be no one knows. Dr. 
James A. Britton, head physician for the 
open air schools, confessed yesterday after- 
noon to an audience of 160 persons that the 
thirty all needed help so badly he could not 
decide which ones to eliminate. 

“I have sifted and sifted,” he said, but 
thirty still remain. Originally there were 
200 applicants. From them I have gathered 
the thirty—consumptive children, crippled 
childrén, anemic children whom nothing ex- 
cept constant medical attention and plenty of 
fresh air and. good food can save. To de- 
prive them of the benefits of the open air 
school is like passing a death sentence upon 
them, but it can't be helped.“ 


Dr. Britton Tells of Work. 

Dr. Britton did not tell his story to illus- 
trate a deficiency of scheol No. 3. In fact, 
except for its opening, the entire thirty, in- 
stead of five, would have nothing ahead of 
them except lingering illness and an early 
conclusion. Dr. Britton merely related the 
matter as an incident by way of proving the 
need of open air schools. 

In the audience which listened to him sat 
Mrs. Cyrus H. McCormick Sr., the mother 
of the little girl in whose memory the open 
air schools are named; Cyrus H. McCormick, 
her son; Mrs. Cyrus H. McCormick, Mrs. 
Ella Flagg Young, Miss Jane Addams, Dr. 
George B. Young, health commissioner, and 
Sherman C. Kingsley, director of the memo- 
rial fund To them Dr. Britton's remarks 
were not novel. They have faced the same 
situation with the opening-of every new 
school, and there are nine now. 


Dr. Young Criticises Council. 

Ten times as many applicants as there has 
been room for have asked aid. Dr. Young 
outlined the reason when he rose a moment 
later and told how the city council had 
checked his every move toward the improve- 
ment of school conditiona, refusing him two 
new dental dispensaries, the appointment of 
a ventilation inspector, and nalf a dozen 
other movements toward child welfare. 

1 know more open air schools are neces, 
sary,’ said Dr. Young, “‘ and I am going to 
try to get them—try my hardest. But it is 
discouraging work, and I realize that all the 
real initiative must come from the outside.” 
For the next week the thirty will wait and 
wonder, and at the end of the week five of 
them will go. Dr. Britton is going to try 
to pick the ones which will live the longest 
without help, but he says they all need help 
so much that it will be almost an impossible 
task.

Edward Hogan, owner and manager of 
Hogan's flop, a lodging house for float- 
ers at 650 Meridian street, was the man 
who received the jail sentence. He gave 
perjured testimony in Judge Owens court 
before the election when questioned by the 
judge concerning lodging house affidavits he 
had flied with the board. 

He was one of many lodging house keepers 
summoned into court in the investigation of 
attempted election frauds in the First, Eight- 
eenth, and Twenty-first wards. 


Barney Grogan Is Angered. 
Hogan hardly had been sentenced when his 
Political overlord, Barney Grogan, the 
Eighteenth ward Democratic boss rushed 
Into the courtroom with an attorney to de- 
fend Hogan. He was told that’ Attorney X. 
B. Czarnecki already had come to Hogan's 
defense. 

“I want to know by what right this lawyer 
Czarnecki comes in here to represent my 
man?”

MR. WAYMAN—Because it was my pur- 
pose to protect the office as well as the wit- 
nesses’ own personal desire. If White was 
afraid of being assaulted and I was afraid 
that he would be assaulted, it was ‘as much 
my busin to protect him as his business 
to ask for protection. 

County Pays White’s Hxperisss: 

Senator Johnston brought out from Mr. 
Wayman that all the expenses of White 
while he remained in custody were ‘paid by 
the county and the city, as, indeed, were all 
the expenses of the investigation. 

Mr. Wayman said it was his expectation 
that phe officers with the witnesses should 
conduct themselves as any other ‘dignified 
citizen. At the same time if White and the 
other witnesses desired to go to. all. sorts 
of places, the officers with them could not 
prevent their action, except by the use of 
moral suasion. If the witnesses wanted to 
go to some places where the officers thought 
they ought not to go, it was the duty. of.the 
latter to communicate with the state’s at- 
torney’s office, but they never did so.

SENATOR JONES—Nobody will assume 
the courts were in a conspiracy.

They make mistakes, 
just as ary lawyer, or senator, or United 
States Supreme-court does. 

SENATOR JONES—Even if the prosecut- 
ing attorney should bring a case in court in 


which they had no jurisdiction the mere 


fact he did that would not show he was ina 
conspiracy. 

MR. HANECY—No. And I am not asking 
this committee, or the tribunal higher up, or 
any member of this honorable body, or of 
the tribunal higher up, to assume or pre- 
sume that from that fact alone there was a 
tonspiracy. 

SENATOR KERN—The prosecuting attor- 
ney bas to act on his own initiative without 
hearing argument. The judge, when an im- 
portant question of that. kind is presented, 
one that goes to the very life of the case, if 
he is a conscientious judge, can only decide 
it after argument on both. sides and a fair 
and rull deliberation on thagdestlon. Is not 
that true? 2 

MR. HANECY—Yee, du — 


Kern and Hanecy in Colloquy. 

SENATOR KERN Then, is the judge to be 
charged with negligence or characterized at 
all because he has made a mistake? 

MR. HANEXCY—No, and I have expressly 
said that I was not doing that. 

SENATOR KERN—Then why should ani of- 
ficer who proceeds ex parte, on his own mo- 
tion, be charged with conspiracy when he 
makes the same mistake the * makes 
after full deliberation? 

MR. HANECY—Because I do not agree 
with your: analysis of the right or duties of 
the state’s attorney. 

SENATOR KERN—I was just making the 
inquiry to develop the law. 

MR. HANECY-—It is not an offhand mat- 
ter that any state's attorney can institute 
proceedings’ against you, Senator Kern, or 
me, or anybody else, simply because he is in 
that offlee. His duty is both constitutional 
and statutory, that he will not besmirch 
any man by an,indictment or permit him to 
be besmirched unless he has investigated or 
had somebody do that, and knows that there 
is strong ‘probable cause of the man’s guilt 
before it is done. 

Mr. Hanecy then led Mr. Wayman over the 
ground he had covered under direct exam- 
ination touching the White confession and 
his taking up of the prosecution of the mat- 
ter.

MR. HANECY—Did you know before that

Value of Browne’s Letters. 


In the course of his questioning Mr. Han- 
ecy asked Wayman if he believed W hite’s let- 
ters to Browne—already fréquently pub- 
lished—were truthful. 

Mr. Wayman said he placed no value on 
them, but that there were certain letters 
of Browne to White which Were crushing as 
evidence, regardless of what they were writ- 


‘ten in relation to.’’ 


MR. HANECY—And without regard to 
whether the matters to which they were 
an answer were false or true? 

MR. WAYMAN—Yes, without regard to 
anything. 

MR. HANECY—What particular thing in 
those“ letters did you think was of such 
crushing effect? 

MR. WAYMAN—I think the letter of July 
16 from Browne to White, standing alone, 
is a corroboration of White that would con- 
vince an honest jury beyond a reasonable 
doubt of Browne's guilt. [This is the letter 
in which Browne expressed regret that he 
could not be with White in St. Louls on the 
previous day. This was the day when Wilson 
distributed the jackpot money.] 

MR. HAN ECY—You were not able to con- 
vince a jury. 

MR. WAYMAN—No, and Juror MoCutchen 
tells the reason why. 

MR. HANECY—And the Ney did not be- 
lieve McCutchen. 

MR. WAYMAN—Well, I did. 

SENATOR KENYON~What was the rea- 
son why. 

MR .WAYMAN—Because McCutchen con- 
fessed that he was bribed to vote for not 
gullty in the second Browne case. 

Mr. Wayman will be cross-examined fur- 
ther this morning. 


Welborn Solicited by Lorimer.

ASKS MORE PARKS 
AS HEALTH MOVE 


Charles H. Wacker Says Pop- 
ulation Has Outrun Areas; 
Urges Lake Front Plan. 


SOMETHING FOR NOTHING 


Declares Use of Waste Material 
Would Be Saving to Con- 
tractors as Well as City. 


eaten room for recreation was urged by 
Charles H. Wacker, chairman of the Chicago 
Plan commission, in an address last night 
before the Chicago Turngemeinde at the 
North Side Turner hall. He asserted that 
Chicago had added one and three-quarter 
niillions to her population since the last large 
park fired was added in 1880 

“ The laws of hygiene show Chicago's park 
area to ‘be inadequate and entirely out of 
proportion to the population, said Mr. 
Wacker. For health and good order there 
should be one acre of park space for every 
100 people. Our present average for the 
entire city is about 780 persons to the acre, 
while: theré are nearly 3,000 persons to each 
acre: in the congested sections gf the city. 


Population Outruns Parks. 

1 Chicago has added one and three-quarter 
millions to her population since the last large 
park area was added in 1880. This is a situ- 
ation for serious reflection. Our people must 
have more room for /healthful recreation. 
It is’ possible to add hundreds of acres of 
new parks, practically without costing the 
city a single cent. The improvement of our 
lake front.for park purposes, to be created 
out of waste material, offers an opportunity 
to build_a.magmificent park system at the 
water's edge. No city in the world has 
such an advantage. This work should not 
be delayed a single hour. 

“It is the only plan 1 know of whereby 
the city can.secure something for nothing. 
The cost of building breakwaters, or retain- 
ing walls, to hold the waste maferia). could 
be entirely providéd for by money to be 
received ffom private contractors for the 
privilege of dumping close in shore in place 
of taking it far out into the lake.”’ 


Contractors to Give Material. 

Let these contractors build’ Chicago’s 
lake front park. What they would have to 
pay the city for that privilege, without cost- 
ing them any more than it does now, would 
do it. Two million cubic yards of excava- 
tion material annually go into the lake. It 
costs 80 cents per load of two cubic yards 
by private contract to remove this 1,000,000 
loads each year out into the lake from the 
disposal stations of the private contractors 
situated in the river at Madison, Washing- 
ton, and Lake streets. It costs an additional 
70 or SO cents per load to haul the 1,000,000 
loads by wagon from where it originates to 
these three disposal stations. When the 
Wagons are once loaded it would be just as 
easy for the contractors to carry it to the 
lake front and deposit it as to carry it tothe 
disposal station. 

There would be a saving of the additional 
80 cents per load required to take it out into 
the lake. Add to this 20 cents per load for 


„loading and reloading at the disposal sta- 


tions, and we have $1 per load for 1,000,000 
loads per year, which: these contractors could 
be made to pay the city. An annual sum of 
$1,000,000 with which to build retaining walls, 
which the land, 100 acres per year—priceless 
land—is creating itself for nothing. Did any 
city ever have such an opportunity?

FIGURE ONLY ON LEADERS. 


Compute Allowances for Those Who 
Have Six Strokes or Under, 


BY J. G. DAVIS. 

Pursuant to a resolution. passed by the 
executive committee of the United States 
Golf association at a meeting held Oct. 11 
at Baltusrol, N. J., the officials have started 
the, big task of handicapping the members 
of the 324 clubs allied or associated with the 
national body. 

Secretary R. C. Watson has issued a bandi- 
cap report on which the clubs are asked to 
report their club ratings, based on par, of all play- 
ers avhose handicaps are six strokés or under. It 
would be a big task to rate every player, but 
with the leading players rated it is an easy matter 
to compute the handicaps of those with ratings 
over six strokes. 

The official par table differs only,a triſle from 
that used by the Western Golf association, the 
figures being as follows: Up to 225 yards, paris 8; 
226 to 425 yards, var is 4; 426 to 600 yards, par is 
5; 601 yards and upwards, par is 6. 

Par is described as perfect play without flukes 
and under ordinary weather conditions, allowing 
two strokes on each putting green. In making this 
ruling the U. S. G. A. has blended par and bogey. 
In computing figures under the new U. 8. G. A. 
table, the par rating given in the table is not 
arbitrary, and officials of clubs are notified to 
make allowances for the lay of the ground, the 
severity of the hazards, and other factors that 
might add to the difficulty of the hole. In making 
any rating which differs from the set figures of 
the table the clubs are asked to state the reason 
for such divergence. 

The handicap committee for the U. S. G. A. has 
wisely abolished half strokes, which often lead to 
confusion. Leighton Calkins, a former member cf 
the executive committee of the national body, gen- 
erously has given the U. S. G. A. permission to use 
his handicap table, which has been used by the 


Metropolitan Golf association for several seasons. 


The main feature of the Calkins system is that 
not only is thé good player handicapped because he 
is a good player but that the bad player also is 
handicapped because he is a bad player. The 
object is to put all players on the same level, and 
if an allowance of a certain number of strokes 
is to be made to the less skillful player begause 
he cannot play as well, some allowance must be 
made to the more skillful player because he cannot 
improve as much.

Negro Pastor Starts to Rebuke 
Whites at . M. C. A. Dinner. 


OTHERS SHOW MISTAKE. 


Minister Says Race Makes No Differ- 
ence in Milwaukee. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 15.—[Special.]—The 
Milwaukee T. M. C. A. still is excited over 
an ineident which threatened considerable 
friction at a dinner to which colored church- 
men of the state had been invited. 

When members of the Bible study confer- 
ence of the Men and Religion Forward move- 


men sat down to supper at the T. M. C. A. 


they noticed half a dozen colored men at a 
table by themselves, They looked strange to 
the delegates, who saw indications of race 


discrimination. 

The notion gained belief when they saw a 
colored man take a seat among the white 
men, while the other colored men gestured 
violently for him to sit with them. 


Colored Pastor in Protest. 

He was the Rev. O. H. Thomas, pastor of 
the First African Methodist Episcopal church 
of Madison. A few minutes later he got up 
to talk and one of the first remarks he made 
was that there are no black seats in heav- 
en.“ More violent motions from the colored 
table for him to take a new tack. Still he 
hinted at discrimination until, heeding the 
murmurs of the other colored men, he turned 
about and changed his address into a plea for 
the coJperation of white people in religious 
work among negroes. 

The Rev. George J. Fox, pastor of Calvary 
(colored) Baptist church of this city, ex- 
plained his race was not being discriminated 
against. 

„asked for a separate table at the sup- 
per. he said. “I thought the mep of my 
congregation would feel more at home at a 
table oftheirown. The Madison pastor prob- 
ably did not know of the arrangement, and 
when he got in he sat down at the first con- 
venient table. We motioned for him to come 
over to our table, and then he began to say 


something about race discrimination. He | 


had three other colored men from Madison 
with him, and they, of course, followed their 
pastor until they Jearned the situation. Then 
they sat down with us. 


No Color Line in Milwaukee. 


I have never felt that the churches here 
draw the color line, and I have been in Mul- 
waukee six years. I received an invitation to 
attend the meeting and the supper and to 
bring men from my congregation. So! asked 
them to set aside a table for us. We paid for 
our meal the same as the rest and felt that 
we got the same treatment. 


“No more segregated tables for us at this 


building,” declared Supt. C. B. Willis. *‘ We 
allowed the colored brethren to sit by them- 
selves, thinking they would be more at home. 
Anyway, they suggested it.

Arold Bennett Finds Chicago 
a City of Romance and Beauty. 


BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. 


R. ARNOLD BENNETT of London, au- 
‘thor of “Clayhanger,’ “Hilda Less- 
ways,“ and many other books, sat in his 
room at the Blackstone and looked out 
at the gray monochromatic day. Snow 
and smoke swirled about the skyscrapers; the 
sky and the lake were leaden. The prospect 
might have discouraged another man, but it 
exhilarated Mr. Bennett. | 

“1 like your massed architeeture,” he de- 
clared. See those walls there—those walls be- 
yond walls, and those interesting cornices, and 
the little bare chambers on the tops of those 
prodigious buildings. It's like Naples, though 
different in color, of course. But it’s the right 
color for the place, and it has its character and 
its romance. I’ve been here but a very short 
time, but I can seé that it is not only a tre- 
mendously efficient city but a very romantic 
one as well. There's a certain sort of poetry in 
men who can make a city like this. They have 
a vision of their own. Such achievements are 
impossible thout the vision.“ 

“It is very good of.you to like our gray sky, 
Mr. Bennett; and still better of you to admire 
our utilitarian architecture.” 

Admire it? Why, of course I do. Your city 
is of absorbing interest. But, then. all things 
are interesting. I might go so far as to say 
that within limits all things are equally in- 
teresting.

“Do you mean that quiet events are as in- 
teresting as noisy ones? That subdued colors 
are as beautiful as brilliant ones.“ 

“I mean precisely that.“ 

Then when you chose to write your novels 
in a ‘low’ Ney, using the word in its artistic 
sense, you did so deliberatély?” 

“I did so deliberately.” 

And why did you select this quiet medium?“ 

“The French and the Russians set me the 
example. I wished to have this even back- 
ground against which to depict my vivid mo- 
ments. The results produced by this method 
ure more intense than those attained by a more 
restless method. There are tricks in all trades, 
devices that must be learned. Instead of pro- 
ducing the moving picture show effect which 
you get in fiction where one startling event fol- 
lows upon another I endeavor to produce a co- 
herent picture with a quiet background and 
with the light focused upon the central objects 
or the significant moments.” 

“You write of your towns and streets and 
houses as if they were clearly visualized before 
you. Are they, Mr. Bennett?“ 

“Everything of which I write in my stories 
ix’ distinctly visualized save the faces of my 
characters. Those are not clear to me, and so 
Tve given up trying to describe them. I en- 
deavor to make the personality of my charac- 
ters felt by other means.” 

“Were you aware when you began ‘Clay- 
hanger’ that you would be unable to complete 
the story in one volume? Did you know then 
that it would be necessary to write two addi- 
tional books to complete your idea?” 

0. yes, I had the whole thing in my mind 
from the fir 

“Your idea was something like that of 
Browning in The Ring and the Book.” You 
wished, I infer, to look at certain events from 
several points of view. Were you at all in- 
fluenced in your writing of your allied novels 
by ‘The Ring and the Book? ” 

“Not at all. If I was influenced by anybody 
it was by Mrs, Frances Hodgson Burnett. You 
remember that she has two fine novels about 
the same persons. I refer to ‘The Methods of 
Lady Walderhurst and ‘The Making of a 
Marchioness.” It struck me as interesting to 
keep on writing about people in that way.“ 

— 

“ Aren't you making Hilda Lessways have a 
pretty hard time?“ 

„O, Hilda will come out all right. She's go- 
ing through her experiences, of course; but you 
must remember that she’s very much inter- 
ested in them. I'll straighten out things for 
her after a while.“ 

“But how could you let her marry that hor- 
rid Cannon?” 

Mr. Bennett rose to a quick defense * his 
unpopular hero. 

„O, Cannon's a very decent fellow in his way. 
I rather like Cannon.” 

“Tf he'd been so very nice would he have 
taken Hilda at her word—would he have mar- 
ried her when she was so young and tnexpert- 
enced?” 

„He couldn't help himself. 
her swept him away.” 

“Mr. Shaw would have said that he was the 
victim of an instinct.” 

“IT don't know what Mr. Shaw acai have 
said: but I’m sure Cannon couldn't well help 
himself. O, really, Cannon was rather a poet 
in his own line. He liked the adventure.” 

“Yes, he did. And, as he wasn’t a sea rover 
and you couldn’t give him new lands to dis- 
cover, you Lad him adventure with boarding 
houses.” 

„That's the idea. Boarding houses are very 
interesting with the stream of life always 
flowing through them. I was speaking about 
your business men having their vision. Can- 
non had to have his vision in just the same 
way. He could see the end from the beginning; 
he could begin with nothing and will it to be 
transformed into much. He's a not uncommon 
type. ** 

And he certainly is a magnetic one.

say that you are particularly fond of ‘ Hilda.“ 


“Well, I am. I have had ladies say to me: 
‘But surely you don’t think Hilda nice?’ Now, 
I do.

“She has an indestructible personality. No 


matter where you put her, she's different from 
other people. And she knew it, didn’t she? 
You remember the little note you wrote and 
how she liked it because it sounded like her?” 

“Well, it did sound Tike her. She couldn't 
O, yes, Hilda is self-con- 
scious. She understands her own personality.” 

“You know just what you are going to do 
with her, of course, Mr. Bennett?“ 

“O, perfectly. My mind is all made up as 
to that.”

Do you carry many ideas for the future in 
your mind?” 

“I should think that I had“ at preesnt ideas 
to keep me occupied for the next three or four 
years.”’ 

And how much do you write a day?” 

“About a thousand words a day.. That may 
not seem much, but when it is Kept up year 


in and year out it produces a measurable re- 


sult.’ 

And these ideas which you are holding in 
reserve for future elaboration, are you _ carry- 
ing them in your mind, or do you make a rec- 
ord of your impressions—your inspirations?” 

“TY make-a record of everything. I have 
them all set down with the greatest particular- 
ity. I would never attempt fo remember these 
ideas that come to me. They are the result of 
conditions that perhaps might never be repeat- 
ed—some mood, some little thing heard or seen. 
Decidedly they must be recorded ff they are to 
be of future use.” 

“Ard do you prefer to use an idea as soon 
as it comes to you, or do you find that it is 
better for being well. seasoned?” 

“TI like it to be seasoned. Were I to expand 
it at once it would have something crude about 
. 

“And when an idea comes to you, does it 
appear in the form of a gift from the gods; 
or are you under the necessity of mining for 
your treasure? ? 

1 mine for it. I am a working novelist—a 
hard working one. I sometimes say to myself: 
‘Now, what idea will I use for this novel? I 
must have one—one simply must come—but 
what shall it be?” 

“ Yet vaguely there is a novel in mind? You 
have a half formed idea of something?“ 

“QO, yes; there's the idea of a novel or the 
need to write one. It is vague, but I can't 
shake it off. And then it begins to shape itself 
before my mind, and presently it is all clear.”

“Is it your opinion, Mr. Bennett, that there 
are absolute standards in literature? 

“I do not think there are absolute stand- 
ards either in life or literature. We must learn 
our rules, but we must also modify them. 1 
have been criticised frequently for my lack of 
formal standards. Critics say: ‘Mr. Bennett's 
novel is all very well, but it fen’t a novel,’ or 
Mr. Bennett's play is diverting, but it isn’t 
really a play.“ 

“They are annoyed because you refuse to 
produce a tableau at the finale, perhaps. They 
want all the characters to hold each other's 
hands and bow before the footlights. Is 
that it?“ / 

That's it. Well, I won't hart any smurk- 
ing of that kind, A certain focus of emotion 
or psy chological interest there must be. But 
nothing more. 

‘It is the procession of ideas in which you 
are interested, then? What you wish to re- 
cord is not events so much as the impression 
that events make on the minds of your char- 
acters. And when it comes to real people, 
Mr. Bennett, in what sort are you most in- 
terested?” 

“In the sort who are doing things.” 

“And you have come over here ‘for to ad- 
mire and for to see’ us Americans?“ 

“Yes. But I find that I cannot go farther 
west than Chicago at the present time. I had 
expected to do so, but Iam recalled to London. 
I shall visit Indianapolis and then return to 
the east. The west and the south must be left 
till another time.“ 

“There will be another time, then?” 

“ Kmphatically, if I have anything to say 
about it. I had not been in America more 
than three days before I made up my mind that 
if it were possible I would return here again 
and yet again. It is ‘the new world.’ We 


„Say the words without thinking of all they 


mean; but I am coming to understand what 
they mean, There is something of aspiration, 
of expectancy, here that delights me. Indeed, 
I mean to return.”

Mr. Bennett is a man of unaffecied and alert 
personality. He has the appearance of being 
a man who realizes the importance of exercise. 
His eyes are bright, and at once keen and 
kind. His complexion is healthful, his cheeks 
ruddy. His hangs are firm and his whole be- 
ing conveys an idea of well directed purpose. 
He talks about his work as a matter ot 
courtesy and because he is asked to do so, but 
he appears to be quite as willing to talk about 
other things, He is the trained observer of 
life, the remarkably industrious recorder of 
it. And back of his power to observe lies the 
strange thing called intuition, or genius, or 
what you will, which enables him to offer the

“This is for any young woman who inquires the 
means by which she can learn to be a telephone oper- 
ator. One sees and hears daily of such. She has only 
to apply to the nearest telephone exchange and she 
will obtain the instructions needed if she is physically 
fit. Her hearing and sight must be perfect; she will 
have to pass a medical examination for general health. 

“Education higher than the three ‘R’s’ is not a 


necessity, save that it may enable her to control her | 


nerves and temper, both being under severe strain, 
owing to the vicious vulgarity of some subscribers 
and the nagging severity of telephone officials in some 
exchanges. (It may not be so in some places.) The 
operators are required to work seven days each week; 
must remain seated from five to eight hours each day, 
and are often obliged to work overtime. Sometimes 
an operator will fall over, fainting at her: position. 
“The work is extremely severe on ears and eyes, 


testing hearing and sight to the utmost, and nervous 


prostration is a frequent cause of operators’ quitting 
the work, often with sight and hearing defective, too, 
after a few years. They are paid from 10 cents an 
hour up and the ‘raise’ is 1 cent per hour when it 
comes. .

Early in 1903— Feb. 18 of that year— 
Judge Grdsscup tssued an injunction en- 
joining the Chicago packing firms from com- 
bining in restraint of trade. Less than five 
montli afterward the government presented 
a federal grand jury with evidence that 
they had so combined, and indictments were 
voted àgälnst them. That was eight years 
ago. 

Since that time the government and the 
packers have battled back and forth over 
every conceivable issue on this question ex- 
cept one —the guilt or innocence of the de- 
fendants. 

The packers have been released from, 
prosecution on an immunity plea, because 
they gave the information which was used 
against them. They have been released by 
the quashing of faulty indictments. There 
have been new investigations, new indict- 
ments, new court proceedings—but not one 
yet leading to a determination of the ques- 
tion of whether or not they were or are or 
ganized in illegal restraint of trade. No 
decfsion of court has had anything to do 
with the issue raised by the government 
over eight years ago. 

No decision, so far as can be ascertaingd, 
bns changed the method of operation adopted 
by the packers, unless the withdrawal! of the 
important officers of the various firms from 
the board of the National Packing company 
be construed as a change in method due to 
the prosecution. 

The case stands where it stood when the 
government first undertook to prove that 
an illegal combination in réstraint of trade 
existed, and in eight years it has not reached 
the question of proof. 

The conspieueus and important gentle- 
men whose bperations the government at- 
tacks naturally approach the main issue by 
avoiding it.

INFANT: MORTALITY. 

HIS afternoon at 2 o'clock in the 
La Salle hotel the meeting of the 
American Association for the Pre- 
vention of Infant Mortality begins.

We know of no better use which ean 
be made of this space than to interest 
‘mothers and physicians in this acrive of 
meetings. 

Last summer Montclair, N. J., pub- 
lished a statement that du ng several 
weeks of July but one baby had died in 
the town. 
ed on by Fort Wayne, whose health offi- 
der said that, when difference in size of 
population was taken into consideration, 
Fort Wayne's record was still better. 

Cities have a right to be proud of the 
records in baby saving Which they have 
been making in recent years. The boule- 
vard mothers have reason to be proud of 
the low death rates among their babies. 

The Object of this association is to gen- 
eralize the methods which are bringing 
results. This afternoon Miss Mitting of 
Columbia university, New York City, pre- 
sides, and nurses aud doctors are to tell 
of baby saving methods used in England, 
Chicago, Cleveland, New York, Boston, 
and in France, The papers will tell what 
has been found valuable in maternity hos- 
pitals, in nurseries, and in homes, both 
city and country.

WEEDs AND MALARIA. 

Mrs, F. A. T. lives in a southern town 
Within the malarial belt. The town has 2,500 
inhabitants and is scattered over a large 
area. She asks the following questions: 
Do rank weeds growing on vacant lots where 
surface water is liable to stand cause 
malaria? There are many people ill with 
malaria, chills and fever both in town an“ 
in the surrounding country. How is malaria 
akin to typhoid fever? If a sewer system is 
Installed, it wil) cost about $18 per inhabitant 
and the sewage would have to be emptied 
into a Sluggish river. lis there 4 substitute? 
Is the odor from stables injurious? How dtd 
the belief originate that horses and hogs 
are healthy ? 


REPLY. 

1. Tan weeds contribute to the breeding of mos- 
Quitoes. They keep the ground from drying out 
and are résponsible for small puddles of water in 
which mosquitoés can breed. A can of water Will 
sometimes breed enough mosquitoes to spoil a 
neighborhood. There being cases of malaria in the 
neighborhood, these mosquitoes become infected 
and then spread the 4nfection to other people. 

Malaria reduces the price of every acre of ground 
in the district; it lowers the working efficiency of 
the people com 10 to 25 per cent; it causes a good 
deal of sickness and some deaths: it prevents imm!- 
gration. Therefore a malarial section is warrant- 
ed in going to 4 good deal of trouble to get rid of 
mosquitoes. 

The following plan should de followed: First, 
requiré that malaria be @ reportable disease. just 
like diphtheria; second, require that all people 
having malaria shall be screened from mosquitoes; 
third, insist that all those suffering with malaria 
shall be forced to continue ‘aking quinine until 
fully cured, Since half-cured malaria !ts largely re- 
sponsible in spreading the disease; fourth, soreen 
dWellings against mosquitoes; fifth, cut weeds so 
that puddles of water may dry out; th, drain 
stagnant water; seventh, kerosene bodies of water 
which cannot be drained and which are mosquito 
breeders. 

& Malaria is mot akin to typhoid As malaria 
disappears from « section typhoid comes more to 
the front. but it is our opinion that typhold was al- 
whys present but was overshadowed by malaria 
during the years when malaria was rife. 

8. If sewers are expensive for your town we 
suggest (that ordinances relating to outhouses 
should be passed. These ordifianhces should re- 
quire @ permit for every yard closet and should 
apecify the location with relation to dwellings and 
welle, also the style and type of bullding. A letter 
sent to the public marine and hospital service, 
Washington, D. C., asking fer plane of the Stiles 
closet. will bring a pamphlet telling all about it.

“pary nobility, that ts to say, the mere right 
ot prefixing the particle von to their 
name, from the Pimperot of Germany. who 
bestowed it upon Alexander Mavrocordato, 
who wal the physician and dragoman of the 
éuitan at the begifining of the eighteenth 
century, on the occasion of his successful ne- 
gotiations to restore peace between the Otto- 
man empiré and Germany, and which calmi- 
nated in the treaty of Carlowitz in 1699. 

His son Nicholas, who also filled the post- 
ton of Interpreter to the sultan, was ap- 
pointed by the sublime porte to be hospodar, 
ot Christian governor, of the Ottoman prov-/ 
ince of Moldavia, and afterwards of Walla- 
chia. 

The title of hospodar, which is equivalent to 
thé Russian gospodar and the French title of 
séigneur, or to the English word lord, was 
merely accorded by the sultan to the Chris- 
tian governors of his Christian provinces, 
because he did not consider them, as Chris- 
tians, worthy of bearing the Tugkish titles 
of.pasha or bay, which in those days were 
restricted exclusively to Moslems. 

The title of hospoder was purely one of 
office and lapsed when the governor resigned 
nis post as such, or Was distifesed there- 
It was never hereditary, and the idea 
of the descendants of those former hospodars, 
who were not even considered worthy of 
being mere beys, styling themselves prinee 
is ridiculous. Nor is their title of prince, 
based on this shadowy foundation, recog- 
nizéd by any ot thé monarchical courts of 
Europe.

Then there was the late George Mavrocor- 
dato, at one time minister of war at Romé, 
Who had married one of the daughters of the 
multi-millionaire railroad contractor, Sina, 
who used to make his home at Vienna and 
who built so many of the railways in the 
dominions of Emperor Francis Joseph. One 
of the daughters of old Sina, who was a self - 
made man in every sense of the word. be- 
came the wife of the Austrian Count Wimpf- 
ten, but divorced him when she found he was 
making use of his position as postmaster 
general in a manner not contemplated by the 
government or by his matrimontal obliga. 
tions. It will be sufficient to say that the 
determining causes of the divorce were fur- 
nished by hordes of telegraph girls and post- 
mistresses; whom the count considered it 
part and parcel of his duty to récruit. 

Another daughter of old Sina married one 
of the Ypsilantis, former Greek minister at 
Vienna and whose son visited the United 
States with his rich Viennese bourgeois wife 
a year ago and spent the season in New York. 

The Ypsilant! who married Sina’s daugh- 
ter ran through all his ots monéy and Kis 
wife’s, was forced to resign his diplomatic 
mission on account of the financial scandals 
in which he became invotved + Vienna and 
ultimately committed suigjde, his wife being 
gazetted as @ bankrupt a few 14. after his 
death. 

The third daughter married the French Duc 
de Castries, brother of the tate Marechale 
Mac Mahon, Duchesse de Magenta. On the 
death of her frst husbarid, the Duchesse de 
Castries became the wife of Vicomte Emman- 
uel d' Harcourt. who was setrétary to Mar- 
shal MacMahon when the latter was presi- 
dent of the French republic, 

The former Duchesse de Castries ahd her 
husband are among the most conspicuous 
figures on the French turf today and the 
duchess still owns one of ‘the most successful 
racing stables in Franc. 

The fourth daughter merrted the tate 
George Mavrocordato, the father. of the 
Prince Mavrocordato, now in New York. 
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Lord Ashton, popularly known as the no- 
leum king, owing to his virtual monofioliza- 
tion of that industry in the United Kingdom, 
and who is at the head of the greatest oil 
cloth concern in the world. has spent so much 
of his enormous wealth in philanthrépy and 
has deen so uniformly generous to his many 
thousands of employés in Lancashire that 
his announcement last week of his determina- 
tion to close his great works rather than to 
consent to an advance of wages constitutes 

a rather notable e event. It is the frst time in 
dis years that there has been any sus. 
picion of trouble between this great employer 
of labor and ‘his working people He, n 
over, announces that if conditions of irade

“MORE ABOUT THROUGH ROUTES. 

Yesterday the double truck cars began 
on Ashland avénue through route No. 9. 
It was Oct. 2 that the Chicago City Rail- 
way company notified the board of super- 
vising engineers a and thé Chicago Rail- 
ways company that it was ready to run 
these cars on this route, but that a trial 
ear had been unable to pass through the 
subway because of insufficient headway. 

It has taken the Chicago Railways 
company all this time to put in shorter 
hangers for the trolley wire, and in the 
meanwhile the Friend of the People has 
been deluged with complaints Because the 
line Was not started. 

Nov. 10 this company finally was ready 
to announce that this remarkable en- 
gineering feat had been accomplished, 
and yesterday the cars began rumbling on 
Ashland’ avenue. 

The Chicago City Railway company 
denies that it has caused any unreasonable 
delay in installing the big cars, and it as- 
serts that it is ready to operate routes 1, 
16, 19, 6, 6, and 18. Route 1 starts at 
Indiana and Fifty-first street and runs 
by various streets to Devon avenue and 
Clark. Route 5, Seventy-seventh and 
Vincennes road to Van Buren street and 
Kedzie avenue. Route 6, from Seventy- 
seventh and Vincennes to Armitage ave- 
hue and Forty-fourth avenue. Houte 13. 
Fort eighth avenue and Archer avenue 
to Evanston and Graceland avenues. 
Route 16, Stat 1 and Thirty-ninth to Lake 
and Austin avenue. Route 19, State aud 
Sixty-third streets to Chicago and Sixtieth 
avenues. 


TEMPORARY ‘Wake TO BE LAID. 

Chicago, Nov. 14.—[To the Friend of 
the People.J—The B. and O. Chicago 
Terminal railroad is now busy elevating 
their tracks across Kedzie avenue north 
of Twelfth street.

THE MAKEUP OF JURIES. 
Chicago, Nov. 11.—{ Editor of The Tribune. 
—In THE TRIBUND of Nov. 8, State’s Attorney 
Wayman was quoted as follows: ur arim- 
mal juries are recruited from dees 

There are thousands of honest men in 
Chicago who have served on srimina! court 
juries With no organization, they do not 
speak for themselves, although each of them 
knows that this oft-repeated statement, with 
variations touching on the criminality of 
jurors, of Mr. Wayman and others, is ab- 
solutely false, loose talk, uttered by tongues 
that go off half cocked. 

The people of Cook county make up the 
criminal and other juries of the different 
courts. The jury commissioners feel that 
their duty to the jurymen impels them to 
assist in the réfutation of the base slander 
spoken by the state's attorney on the man- 
hood of Cook county. 

Nov. 9, the day after the Wayman stata- 
ment appeared, there were drawn at random 
from the fury box, from which thé names 
of all petit jurors are drawn, by the clerk of 
the Criminal court, as provided by law. the 
names zt 900 men for the December term 
The names of all of these men were in the 
box at the hour Mr. Wayman wee talking, so 
that hig charge applies to them. These 900 
men melude 128 occupations, drawn from 
nearly all the ordinary walks of life. There 
are corporation presidents, and there are 
laborers. The trades are represented and so 
are the vocations of our complex commercial 
life. The ages on the jury cards show the 
legal latitude of from 21 to W years. This 
venire of 900 men represents thoroughly the 
high-grade citizenship of Chicago and Cook 
county and is the same sort of veniré that 
has deen called for jury service it this 
county for a long period. 22 

There have been so many wild statements 
by persons who ought to know better about 
loafers, crooks, ste-, on juries, especially 
in the Criminal court, that we believe the 
county ought to know what class of men 
really is called. It may be even more essen- 


tlal that Juries be honest than that judges and

FACECOURT TODAY 


Roy H. Walters and Three As- 
sociates to Be Heard on In- 
speetor Hunt's Charges.

Final explanations, in the bribery plot to

May wheat was under considerable pressure 
of liquidation during the late trading.

Buenos 
Aires prices opened higher, and rains were 
reported in the northern part of the coun- 
try.

Zarly Offerings Are Light.

NEWS AND GOSSIP OF BOARD OF TRADE. | 


My contracts protecting buyers both ways on 
the market have today been advanced to 4% under 
May on new,“ said J. 8. Templeton. And 5 
under May on old 2 red—plus 47.80 per 5,000— 
which is against my will, but under a ruling of the 
board, I am compelled to charge for keeping price 
open.

The wheat crop has to supply directly and in- 
directly a shortage of 17,000,000 bu of barley in 
quantity and an unknown amount in availability, 
total estimated by me at 60,000,000, 3,000,000 to 
5,000,000 bu in rye, besides shortage in feed crops. 

Some jekere unintentionally hit the truth 
when they said I would be claiming wheat would 
have to make good the shortage in hay. It cer- 
tainly will if cattle don't stop eating. In my 
present view, the only thing that can check ad- 
| vance in wheat is the import point. I believe 

If they don’t, 
it will only show I made a bad guess.

Reports from millers in Indiana said that the 
country offerings of wheat were extremely light. 
Recently winter wheat receipts have fallen off 
sharply. Kansas City, Omaha, Chicago, and St. 
Louis have all had a big decrease in receipts, and 
advices from Kansas City yesterday said there 
was but little wheat in transit. One firm there 
did not have a car of any kind of grain. In the 
northwest the movement continues fairly liberal, 
but is expected to show a material falling off in 
the near future. Recent estimates say that 60 to 
70 per cem of the northwest crop has left the 
farms, providing the government figures were 
approximately correct. On the present basis of 
winter wheat prices farmers are not selling much 
wheat.

ASSAILS FOBS OF HEALTH 


Senator Owen Makes Appeal for a 
New National Department. 


HARMON IN WATERWAY PLEA 


Three Other Governors Speak at Trans- 
mississippi Congress. 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 15.—United States 
Senator Robert L. Owen of Oklahoma created 
a sensation at today’s session of the Trans- 
mississippi commercial congress, when ina 
speech strongly urging the necessity for a 
national department of health, he asserted 
that vast sums of money are being spent by 
those antagonistic to the idea. 

“I have every reason to believe,” he added, 
that this money is supplied by the same peo- 
ple who have been manufacturing impure 
drugs and foodstuffs, those who fought Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley, chief of the government 
bureau of chemistry.“ 

His remarks were applauded, and at the 
conclusion of his speech a resolution in- 
dorsing the move to create a department of 
health was presented. Action on the resolu- 
tion will be taken later. 

“The United States loses annually from 
preventable causes over 630,000 people,“ 
Senator Owen said. “ These lives might be 
saved. Estimating a human being worth 
$3,000—and this is a low estimate—the loss 
from preventable death annually amounts 
to twice the expense of conducting the United 
Statés government, approximately a loss of 
$2,000,000, 000. 

There is something radically wrong with 
a country that bas a bureau conserving ani- 
mal life and plant life and no department 
adequately conserving human life,“ con- 
tinued the senator. 


Safeguards for Health Urged. 

Safeguards for the pubic health were urged 
by both Dr. W. A. Evans, former commis- 
sioner of health of Chicago, now health 
editor of THe CHIcAGo TRIBUNE, and Dr. 
Henry Albert of the Iowa State university. 

* So long as a large proportion of the peo- 
pla are willing to regard sickness and death 
as un act of Providence, said Dr. Albert, 
rather than the result of definite causes 
which in many cases may be prevented, so 
long will it be-difficult to make much sub- 
stantial progress in public health.“ 

Alva Alams, former governor of Colorado, 
introduced a resolution declaring that all 
public lands in the United States should be 
ceded to the states in which they are situ- 
ated, 

It is time.“ said Mr. Adams, for the 
United States to go out of the land business.“ 
Action on the resolution was deferred.
